‘through many hands in the course of business, fraud is very 
possible.” 

Watson’s bil would prohibit businesses from entering a credit 
card number on a customer's check, though they could contime 
to ask to see a card for identification purposes. American 
Express card numbers could still, be written on checks when 
members use their cards to guarantee payment, he said
